Following receipt of work from the 
Railroad Commission that the proposed 
purchase by the El Dorado Irrigation 


| District of the Diamond Ridge Ditch 


meets with the commission’s approval, 
officers of the district on Monday 
launched steps bringing the start of 
their $99,000 rehabilitation project 
nearer to hand.

Agreement Made Effective 
Immediately As Growers 
Register 83 Per Cent 0. K. 


An 83 per cent favorable vote from 
1140 growers and a 52 per cent volume 
signup by shippers resulted in approv- 
al of the Federal marketing agree- 
ment and order for Pacific Coast late 
pears. 

Effective immediately, the program 
is designed to improve marketing con- 
ditions for six varieties of fall and win- 
ter pears produced in California, Ore- 
gon and Washington through regula- 
tion of interstate shipments by grades 
and sizes. 

Issuance of the order makes the pro- 
gram applicable to all handlers of the 
specified varieties of winter pears: — 
Buerre D’Anjou, Buerre Bosc, Winter 
Nelis, Doyenne D. Comice, Buerre Eas- 
ter and Buerre Clairgeau which are pro- 
duced over a large area of Oregon, 
Washington and California. 

Affirmative ballots represented over 
77 per cent of the total 1937 production 
of those voting. An incomplete report 
of the signing of the marketing agree- 
ment by handlers indicates that handl- 
ers Of about 2,000,000 boxes of those 
pears, Or approximately 52 per cent of 
the total quantity of fruit packed in 
the area in 1937, have signed the agree- 
ment.

Federai-State inspection of al] inter- 
State shipments; proration of adminis-
